
LAKESIDE RACING. 



F. J. Kittleman’e Kallicrates — Paradox geld- 
lag, Myth, came from the California tracks to 
Lakeside with a shady reputation and credited 
with being a most rank in-aud-onter. He may 
!h8Te been a bad horse on the coast, hot here be 
has raced most consistently. 

Myth has started five times since his arrival 
and won three races, was second once and un- 
placed once. This is certainly a good showing. 
His tirst start was at one mile and a sixteenth, 
and Tenby, who has since proven himself to be a 
horse far above the ordinary, beat him. He was 
started right back the next dsy, and althongh 
a 1 to 2 shot, won easily at a mile. His third 
appearance was at seven furlongs, and be fin- 
ished fonrth to Braw Lad, Meddler and Donna 
Rita. Owner Kittleman claims the gelding 
would have won that race, but on leaving the 
post he was hit in the eye with a clod of mud 
and almost blioded. Since then Myth started 
twice and won in both instances, off by himself. 

Yesterday Myth was pitted np against Hurri- 
cane, a stake winner in the south, and was 
carrying 116 pounds to Hurricane’s 10.5. The lat- 
ter was made favorite at odds on and 6 to 5 was 
offered against Myth. There was nothing lo 
the race. Myth jnst galloped under restraint 
behind Hurricane and King’s Guard until the 
stretch was reached, then moved np on the in- 
side and won bard held by about three lengths. 
Hurricane ran a fair race but bad to be whipped 
out to beat King’s Guard for the place. 

Jockey Nutt bad an inning, and by superior 
riding at the finish won two races by narrow 
margins. His first victory was on Dalgretti in 
the eight and one-half farlongs race. After 
.getting badly interfered with on the first turn, 
Nutt went aronnd the bunch and picking his 
horses np one by one was neck and neck with 
the favorite, Robert Bonner, in the stretch. He 
soon shook the latter off, but about the six- 
teenth post along came Dr. Marks and the pair 
bad a battle royal from there to the end. Dal- 
gretti, staggering and all out, got the verdict 
by a nose. 

Nutt came right back again in the fifth race 
And won on Papa Harry. The finish on the 
latter was a clever piece of horsemanship and 
worthy of comment. He was obliged to come 
wide on the stretch turn to avoid interference. 
And at the drawgate was joined by Marco Polo. 
The pair from there to the judges’ stand had a 
nodding finish, and, although Marco Polo was 
the better of the two, Nutt managed to beat 
him by clearly ontfinishing H. Brown. 

Goebel, easily beaten on account of a bad ride 
by Free Hand last Monday, turned the tables 
on the latter in the third race. Goebel got 
Away third and going right on to the front, was 
a half length to tb6 good at the finish. Free 
Hand was badly interfered with at the start and 
finished last but one. She conld not have 
beaten Goebel though with clear sailing and 
Clay’s ride on him Monday will probably be 
investigated. 

Banbury was favorite for the opening four 
And a half furlong dash, and getting off with 
the lead, he won all the way. Panline J. won 
the last race in jnst the same way from Mc- 
Albert and Lobangnla. Bright Night, the 
favorite, after mnch interference, was fonrth. 

EASTERN TWO-YEAR-OLDS. 

Competent critics are of the opinion that no 
xeally high class two-year-old has as yet cropped 
op in the course of western racing, F. W. 
Brode being probably the best that has so far 
shown. Down east, however, an opinion is cur- 
rent to the effect that quite a number of good 
ones have already been uncovered with more to 
come. On this point the New York.^ Journal of 
Monday says : 



“The one fact made evident by the result of 
tbe Champion Stallion Stakes at Morris Park 
on Saturday was that the season’s two-year- 
olds are on the whole of excellent class. With- 
out any intention of robbing Pupil of any of 
the glory of his victory, one is compelled to 
admit that in the bunch behind him were 
several that before the season is much further 
advanced, will give him a stronger argument 
than they did on Saturday, and in some cases 
they are almost sure to beat him. 

“As for His Royal Highness, his showing bears 
out the claims made after his defeat by Doublet 
in tbe Juvenile Stakes — that is, he is a colt of 
marvellons speed, but lacks staying ability. 
His owner, John Daly, does not take this view. 
He believes him one of the best colts he ever 
owned, and this means a marvellously good 
one, for ‘Holmdel’ has produced some mighty 
speedy ones in recent years. 

“Had tbe race on Saturday been four andona 
half furlongs, be would have won under a pull, 
but that extra sixteenth brought a collapse 
that dolled the merit of what he had shown 
earlier in the struggle. It is true his rider, H. 
Martin, lost some ground by taking him over 
toward the outside rail, but when Pupil chal- 
lenged there was no response. One would 
judge from tbe way he was running that there 
was a lot in reserve, but when let down be was 
as willing to stop as those that had been under 
punishment for the greater part of the journey. 
Until be has shown a better disposition to run 
on, be must be put down as a sprinter. 

“Pupil’s showing was flawless. He was some- 
what handicapped by a lot of dead weight in 
the saddle, for Odom can ride at eighty-six 
pounds, still the little boy put np a finish as 
strong and vigorous, with a rush as well timed, 
as though he was a veteran in place of a recent 
graduate from the apprentice ranks. Pupil’s 
stable companion, Modrine, generally believed 
to be tbe better of tbe pair, was prominent for 
about three furlongs, then retired. 

“St. Finnan is another that seems entitled to 
one more chance before being put on tbe list of 
over-rated ones. Those who have watched bis 
work all spring still claim he is pounds the best 
of the lot that Marcus Daly sent east, which 
means Iniabfree. Motley, Montanic and several 
more of unquestioned merit. 

“Virginia Earle’s race was in every way a 
satisfactory one, but for the fact that she failed 
to get a share of the purse. 

“Vnlcain, which earned tbe short end of the 
purse, was added to tbe list of starters at the 
last minute. When it became known that be 
was to run several trainers sought out his 
owner, H. Eugene Leigh, and chaffed him about 
his anxiety to pay starting fees. 

“Knight of Rhodes was well np all through 
tbe race, and he, like St. Finnan, looks like a 
colt that will improve with time. De Lacy’s 
showing must have been disappointing to Wil- 
liam C. Whitney, When his agent, Sydney 
Paget, purchased this colt the other day it was 
probably with a view of capturing this race. 
Few of the horsemen believed he would be a 
factor in tbe struggle, and their view proved tbe 

correct one.’’
